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PREFACE 


On: January 1934 Sir James George Frazer celebrates the 
eightieth anniversary of his birth, and in the same year falls 
the fiftieth anniversary of the publication of his first work. 
Notwithstanding Sir James's notorious modesty, it was felt 
that such an occasion could not be allowed to pass by without 
being marked by some intimation to him of A regard and 
affection in which he is held by his friends and readers. In 
view of the times in which we live Sir James would not 
allow any general financial appeal to be made, and it was 
accordingly decided that a complete bibliography of his own 
writings would be the most appropriate way of celebrating the 
occasion and one which would.not be unsuitably expensive. 

The Folk-Lore Society, which had taken the initiative in 
the matter, therefore invited the learned bodies with which 
Sir James had been connected to associate themselves with the 
project by subscribing for copies. Later there was a more 
general appeal, and finally subscriptions were received from 
those whose names are shown in the list that follows this 
Preface. | 

Ata critical point in the progress of the scheme an anonymous 
donor came forward and guaranteed any deficit that might 
occur. I take this opportunity of expressing to this donor the 
warm thanks of all Sir James Frazer's admirers. 


The compilation of the bibliography presented some difficul- 
ties, and I am therefore the more grateful to all those who so 
readily supplied the information I asked for, and especially to 
Messrs. G. Bell and Sons, Ltd., Messrs. A. and C. Black, 
Ltd., the Cambridge University Press, M. L. Chouville, the 
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Librairie Paul Geuthner, Dr. A. C. Haddon, Messrs. Mac- 
millan and Co. Ltd., The Macmillan Co., M. Georges Roth, 
Mr. George Salby, the Editor of The Times Literary Supple- 
ment, and Dr. Gerda Walther. Above all my thanks are due 
to Sir James Frazer himself and to Lady Frazer, who gave me 
every assistance that lay in their power, and without whose 
help the bibliography would have been sadly defective. The 
details of the List of Subscribers are also solely due to their 
kind help. 


The bibliography is arranged in as strict a chronological 
order as may be, irrespective of the dates shown on the title- 
pages, which are incorrect in a few cases. The month of 
publication is added wherever possible. A classified list and an 
alphabetical index follow. With a single exception, every 
work has been described from personal inspection, chiefly in 
the British Museum and the Bibliothèque Nationale. 

The Frontispiece reproduces the most recent photograph of 
Sir James Frazer, taken in March 1933. The second portrait 
is after a chalk drawing made by M. Lucien Monod in 1907 
and presented to the Fitzwilliam Museum by Lady Frazer. 
The facsimiles show a page from no. IV below, as interleaved 
and kept up to date by Sir James Frazer.

' NOTE BY SIR JAMES GEORGE FRAZER 


HARLES LAMB, the most delightful and the most 

lovable of English essayists, said that his real works 
were not the volumes which he published in his own 
name, but the ledgers and account books which he wrote 
as a clerk during many years in the service of the India 
House—the excellent company from which he had the 
good fortune to retire at an age when he could still enjoy 
his leisure and turn it to the account of his readers. In 
a similar vein, I may be allowed to say that a great, 
perhaps the greater part of my works are not the many 
volumes which I have inflicted on a long-suffering 
public, but the many other volumes which, like the 
ledgers of Lamb, still remain unborn in the limbo of 
manuscript. 

These unpublished volumes consist ofa series of quarto 
note-books, some fifty or more in number, written in 
my own hand and containing much of the fruit of those © 
studies in social anthropology which I have pursued for 
the best part of half a century. Only a small part of their 
contents has been embodied in my published writings; 
hence, in a bibliography which aims at giving a complete 
list of my works, some notice of these unpublished 
volumes seems to be called for. That must be my justi- 
fication or excuse for speaking of them here. They fall 
into two groups according as the matter in them is 
classified or not classified in the order of subject. In what 
I may call the unclassified note-books, which number 
about forty, the matter consists of extracts from original 
authorities on the manners and customs, institutions, 
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laws, religions, and superstitions of the various races of 
men, especially the races of lower culture whom we call 
savages or barbarians. Where the originals are in a 
foreign language, such as French, German, or Dutch, the 
extracts are sometimes in the form of quotations in the 
original tongue, sometimes in the form of English trans- 
lations, but oftener in the form of English summaries or 
abstracts. In some of the note-books, especially the later, 
the matter is grouped in a rough geographical order 
according to the particular region to which the passages 
refer, special note-books being assigned, for example, to 
Europe, Asia, Africa, America, the East Indies, and so 
forth. In every case, an exact reference is given to the 
volume and page of the work from which the extract 
is taken. In what I may call the classified note-books, 
the matter is arranged in the order of subject, either 
alphabetically in a single note-book, or oftener in special 
note-books, of which each one is devoted to a particular 
subject, such as Birth, Initiation, Marriage, Hunting and 
Fishing, Agriculture, War, Disease, and Death. These 
classified note-books partake of the nature of indexes, 
and in them accordingly the matter is usually given in 
a much abbreviated form, but always with an exact © 
reference to the original authority. 

Taken altogether, these note-books, classified and un- 
classified, form a sort of Materia Anthropologica or 
Sociologica which, if it were published, might materially 
assist the labours of future workers in the field of social 
anthropology, and so might be compared, though on a 
much smaller scale, to the anthropological publications 
. which Herbert Spencer provided for in his will and 
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which have since been successfully carried out by his 
executors. But as I have no funds to appoint for such a 
purpose I cannot follow the example of my illustrious 
predecessor. 

Of my published writings it is not for me to speak. 
On them the public has already pronounced its verdict, 
which I have neither the right nor the wish to dispute. 
But it may interest my readers to know that with the 
exception of this note and of two recent prefaces which 
were dictated, the original manuscripts of all my pub- 
lished writings were written by me in my own hand 
without the aid of a secretary or of any mechanical 
appliance other than a common steel pen. 

I thank the Folk-Lore Society for initiating the plan of 
this bibliography and Mr. Besterman for the diligence, 
patience, and skill with which he has executed it. I beg 
all the subscribers to accept my grateful thanks for the 
honour they have done me by promoting this record of 
my life-work. It has been thought fitting to associate 
with the names of living friends the memory of some 
of those who have gone, but who encouraged and in- 
spired my life-task. I may be permitted to add that the 
record could hardly have been published in its present 
form without the generous support of kind friends and 
the unstinted and steadfast assistance of my wife. _
